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DETAILED ACTION 

Request for Continued Examination 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 7/2/2003 has been entered. 

2. The amendment filed 7/2/2003 has been entered. Following the entry of the amendment, 
claims 28-39 are pending. 

3. Rejections and/or objected from the previous office action are hereby withdrawn. The 
following rejections are either newly applied or reiterated. They constitute the complete set 
presently being applied to the instant application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of 
carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 28-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
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possession of the claimed invention since the limitation that the second nucleic acid sample for 
conducting the control amplification reaction is different from the first nucleic acid sample is not 
clearly supported by the specification. Thus, it constitutes a new matter. 
6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7 Claims 28-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

a. Claims 28-39 are vague and indefinite because it is unclear what is the definition 
regarding that the second nucleic acid sample for conducting the control amplification reaction 
is different from the first nucleic acid sample in the specification. In the specification, it is 
disclosed that a first PCR is performed in a first aliquot of stool sample and a second PCR is 
performed on a second aliquot of stool sample (See pg. 8, lines 1-5). It is unclear whether both 
aliquot from a different stool sample. Clarification is required. 

8. U.S. patent NO.6,5 1 8,026 is made of record as references of interests. Hartley et al. 
disclose a method of detecting contamination from a first sample via polymerase chain reaction 
(See column 3, line 41 to column 4 line 5). The method of Hartley et al. does not apply a 
chimeric primer comprising a first portion that hybridizes to a portion of a target nucleic acid and 
a second, contamination detection portion.
